THF NARCOTIC DRUGS AND PSYCHOTROPIC 
SUBSTANCES RULES. 19R5 

G.S,R. 837(B)_ In exercise of the powers conferred by 

section 9, read with section 7h, of the Narcotic Drugs and 
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Psychotropic Substances Act. 1985 (61 of 1985), the Central 
Crovemmenl hereby makes the following riile^, namely:— 

CHAPTER 1 
PRELIMINARY 

1, Short title, and commencement (1) These Rules may 
be called the Narcotic Drugs and Psychotropic Substances 
Rules, 1985. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of thoir 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2, Definitioiis*^Tn these rules, unless the conte.xt 
otherwise requires.—^ 

(a) *‘thc Act,” means the Narcotic Drugs and Psycho¬ 
tropic Substances Ad, 1985 (61 of 1985); 

(b) "Appellate Authority” means any authority to 
whom an appeal may lie under any provision of 
Thpsc rules; 

(c) “Chemical Examiner” means the Ghenncal Examiner, 
Government Opium and Alkaloid Wdbits, Neemuch 
or, as the case may be, Ghazipur; 

(d) “Chief Controller i>f Factories” means the Chief 
Controller of Government Opium and Alkaloid 
Factories; 

(c) “crop year” means the period beginning on and from 
the 1 St October of any year to the 30th September of 
the following year; 

( f) “General Manager” means the General Manager, 
Government Opium and Alkaloid Works, Neemuch 
or, as the case may be, Ghazipur; 

(g) “Issuing authority” means the Narcotic Commissioner 

or any other officer who may be authorised in this 
liehalf by ihc Central Govomment for issuing a 
licence under Chapter V of these rules or issuing an 
import certificate or export authorisation under 
Chapter VI of these rules in respect of narcotic 
drugs or psychotropic substances; 

(h) “licence” means a licence issued under these rules; 

(i) “Proper Officer”, in relation to any function to be 
performed under these rules, means the officer of 
Narcotics Department who is assigned those functions 
by the Narcotics Commissioner; 

(j ) “Schedule” means a Schedule annexed to these 
rules; 

(k) words and expressions used herein and not detined, 
but defined in the Act shall have the meanings res¬ 
pectively assigned to them in the Act. 

CHAPTER II 
POWERS OF OFFICERS 

3. Delegation of powers.—Subject to such directions 
as may be given by the Central Government, the Narcotics 
CommissiAmer appointed by the Central Government under 
sub-secti >n (1) of section 5 of tlie Act, may authorise any 
Officer subordinate to him, to exercise all or any of his powers 
under Ihe^e rules. 

4. Narcotics (\uTimiasioncr and other ufficers to exer¬ 
cise the power? of thei,- subordinates, - The Narcotics Com¬ 
missioner and such odicr officer as may be appointed by the 
Central Government under sub-section (1) of section 5 of the 
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Act may perform all or any of the functions, or exercise any 
of tije powers, assigned under these rules to the officers 
subordinate to them, 

CHAPTER ITT 

OPIUM POPPY CULTIVATION AND PRODUCTION 
OF OPIUM AND POPPY STRAW 

5. Opium poppy cultivation and production of 
opium or poppy straw.—^The opium poppy for production of 
opium or poppy straw shall not be cultivated save on account 
of the Central Government and in the tracts notified by it 
fromttime to time and in accordance with the conditions of a 
-licence issued by the District Opium Officer under rule 8. 

6. Fee for Grant of Licence,—The licence for cultiva¬ 
tion of opium poppy may be granted by the District Opium 
Officer on payment of a fee of rupees five. 

7. Form of Licence for cultivation of the opium poppy.— 
The licence for cultivation of opium poppy for the production 
of opium or poppy straw shall be issued in Form No. 1 appen¬ 
ded to these rules. 

8. Issue of licence.—Subject to the general conditions 
relating to grant of licences notified by the Central Govern¬ 
ment, the District Opium officer may issue licence to any per¬ 
son for a crop year for cultivation of the opium poppy for 
production of opium or poppy straw on receipt of an appli¬ 
cation made by that person in Form No. 2 appended to 
these rules. 

9. Licence to specify the area, etc,—The licence for 
cultivation of opium poppy issued under rule 8 shall specify 
the area and designate the plots to be cultivated with opium 
poppy. 

10. Designating of Lambardar.—The District Opium 
Officer may designate one of the cultivators of opium 'poppy 
as Lambardar in each village where opium poppy cultivation 
is permitted, who shall perform such functions and on such 
terms and conditions as may be specified from time to time by 
the Narcotics Commissioner. 

II. Withholding or cancellation of Licence,—(1) An 
Officer higher in rank than the District Opium Officer may, 
for sufficient reasons to be recorded in writing, withhold or 
cancel a licence already issued, 

(2) No order shall be passed under sub-rule (1) unless 
the cultivator has been given a reasonable opportunity of 
showing cause against the said order or i« heard in person, 
if he so desires. 

(3) Where opium poppy has been cultivated under a 
licence which is subsequently withheld or cancelled, the stand¬ 
ing crop, if any, shall be destroyed under the supervision of 
the proper officer in such manner as may bo specified by the 
Narcotics Commissioner. 

12* Procedure with regard to measurement of land culti¬ 
vated with opium poppy.— (1) All plots of land cultivated 
with opium poppy in accordance with the licence issued 
under these rules, shall be measured in metres by the proper 
officer in the presence of the cultivator concerned and the 
Lambardar of tlie village and the concerned cultivator and the 
Lambardar of the village shall attest the entries made in the 
records to be maintained by the Lambardar, as may be speci¬ 
fied by the Narcotics Commissioner in this behalf, under their 
signature/thumb impression withdi'fc* in token of having 
satisfied themselves regarding the correctness of the 
measurement. 
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(3) The measurement conducted by the proper officer 
shall be subject to such further checks by such officers as may 
be specified by the Narcotics Commissioner in this behalf. 

13, Procedure with regard to prclimiriary woighment — 

(1) Ttie cultivator shAII, during the course of harvesting, 
produce daily before the Lambardar, each day’s collection 
of opium from his crop for woighment. 

(2) The Lambardar shall make arrangements to weigh 
such opium and make necessary entries in the records to be 
maintained by him as ipay be specified by the Narcotics 

Commissioncrinthis b-halT. 

(3) The cultivator and the Lambardar shall attest the 
entries made in sUch records under their signature/thiimb 
impression with date, showing the quantity of opium weighed 
on a particular day. 

(4) The proper officer shall conduct check weighfitent 
of the opium collected by the cultivators with reference to 
the entries in the Lambardar’s record and indici.te his 
finding therein which shall be attested by him and the 
Lambardar under their signature with date. 

(^) The variations between the quantity of opium pro¬ 
duced by the cultivator indicated in the Lambardar*s record 
and as found by the propci officer during his check, shall be 
inquired into by the proper officer in order to ascertain the 
liability of the cultivator for punishment under section 19 of 
the Act. 

14. Delivery of opiuni produced,—All opium, the pro¬ 
duced of land cultivated with opium poppy, shall be delivered 
by the cultivators to the District Opium Officer or any other 
Officer duly authorised In this behalf, oy the Narcotics Commi¬ 
ssioner at a place as may be specified by such officer. 

15. Opium to be weighed, examined and classified.— 
All opium delivered by the cultivators to the District Opium 
Officer or any other officer authorised as afore&aid, shall, in 
the presence of the concerned cultivator or anj person autho¬ 
rised by him and the Lambardar of the village, be weighed* 
examined and classified according to its quality and consis¬ 
tence and forwarded by the Distiict Opium Officer to the 
Government Opium Factory in such n.anner as may be speci¬ 
fied by. the Narcotics Commissioner, 

16. Procedure where cultivator is dissatisfied with classi¬ 
fication of opium,—Any cultivator who may be dissatisfied 
with the classification of his opium done by the officer 
referred to in rule 15 may have it forwarded by such officer to 
the Government Opium Factory separately, after having it 
properly sealed in his presence and in the presence of the 
concerned Lambardar. 

17. Procedure for sending opium suspected to be 
adulterated,—When opium delivered by a cultivator to the 
District Opium Officer or any other officer authorised in this 
behalf, is suspected of being adulterated with any foreign 
substance, it shall be forwarded to the Government Opium 
Factory separately, after it is properly sealed in the presence 
of the cultivator and the concerned Lambardar. 

18. Drawing of samples from opium sent to Government 
Opium Factory under rule 16 or rule 17.—The scaled opium 
received separately in accordance w ith rule 16 or rule 17, 
shall be\)pcnod and sample drawn thereof in the piesence of 
the cultivator, if he so desires, to whom, a notice intimating 
the date and time in this behalf, shafi be sent well in 
advance. 
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19. Fivatlon of price of opium.-(l) The Central 
Oovernmenl shall, from time to time, fix tlw price of oplna. 
to b* paid to the cultivators, in such manner as it may deem 
fit. 

(2) Such price shall be fited per kiloftram of opium of 
a fitUQdard consistence. 

20. Provisional payment of pr!cc.-^l) Th© District 
Opium OiHccr sbail/having regard to the weight and consis¬ 
tence of opium delivered by individual cultivators, work out 
the Weight of such opium at the standard consistence and 
determine provisionally the total price payable to such culti¬ 
vators. 

(2) The said officer, pay to the cultivatoTSe ninety 
per cent of the price so determined which shall be subject to 
adjustment against the fiiml price payable to the cultivators 
to be determined as provided hereinafter. 

21. Weiohment and examination of the opium at the 
Gove mment Cpium Factory.—The opium forwarded by the 
District Opium Officer shall be received, weired, examined 
and classified in the Government Opium Factory under the 
supervision of the General Manager in such manner as may 
be specified by the Narcotics Commissioner. 

22. Confiscation of adulterated opium.—^All such Opium 
received separately under rule I 7 , if found to bo adulterated on 
examination by the Chemical Examiner in the Government 
Opium Factory may be liable to confiscation by the General 
Manager. 

23. Adjudication of confiscation of adulterated opfum.^ 
No such confiscation shall be ordered by the General Majufot 
unless the concerned cultivator is given a reasonable opportu¬ 
nity of showing cause against the proposed order and is heard 
in Person, if ho so desires. 

24. Determinatbn of final price of opium.—(1) Subject 
to rule 21. the final price of opium payable to the cultivator 
shall, having regard to the price fixed be the Central Govern¬ 
ment under rule 19, be determined by the General Manager 
on the basis of analysis report of the Chemical Examiner or 
such other officers as may be authorised in this behalf by the 
Chief Controller of Factories and communicated to the con¬ 
cerned District Opium Officer. 

(2) The price payable in respect of any opium which b 
delivered to the District Opium Officer or any other officer 
authorised in this behalf under rule 14 and is not Initially 
suspected to bo adulterated but found to be adulterated on 
examination in the Government Opium Factory, shall be 
subject to reduction at such rates as may be specified by the 
Central Government. 

25. Adjustment of cultivators* account and recovery of 
duos from the cultivator.—^Tho accounts of the cultivators 
for a particular crop year shall be adjusted by the District 
Opium Officer at the time of issuing of hccuces for the subse¬ 
quent crop year and any balance that may remain due from 
the cultivators shall bo recovered and any amount due to them 
be paid, 

26. Weights and scales—The weights and scales to bo 
used for weighing the opium at the weighment centres and the 
Government Opium Factory shall bo eftusod to bo examined 
at the appropriate lime by the Deputy Narcotics CommissK>- 
nor or the General Manager, as the case may bo. 

27. Cultivation of opium poppy for exclusive prodaction of 
Poppy straw,—Tile Central Govi^nujant may, if it consid^ix 


il expedient so to do, peimit cuUivalion of the opium poppy 
for tlie exclusive protluction of poppy straw in accordance 
with a licence issued under rule 8 in^such tracts and subject to 
such conditions as may lx specified by it,by notification ia the 
Official Gazette, in this behalf-^ 

Provided that the poppy straw produced by the cultiva¬ 
tors as a result of the cultivation of opium poppy for produc¬ 
tion of opium, shall bo deemed to have been produced under 
a valid licence issued under rule 8. 

28. Appeals to the Deputy Narcotics Commissioner and 
Narcotics Commissioner— (IXa) Any person aggrieved by 
any decision or order made hr passed under these rule relating 
to roffisal, withholding or cancellation of a licence for opium 
poppy cultivation by an officer of the Narcotics Department, 
lower in rank than the Deputy Narcotics Commissioner, may 
appeal to the Deputy Narcotics Commissioner within thirty 
days from the date of the communication to him of such 
decision or order. 

(b) Notwithstanding anything contained in clause (a), 
if the decision or order vegardiog withholding or canella- 
tion of Uccncc for opium poppy cultivation is passed by the 
Deputy Narcotics Commissioner, such appeal shall li© to the 
Narcotics Cf^rninissiouer : 

Piovided that the Deputy Narcotics Commissioner or, 
as the case may be. the Narcotics Commissioner may, if he is 
satisfied that the appellant was prevented from submitting 
his appeal within the time limit specified in clause (a) duo to 
reasons beyond his control, allow such appeal to be presented 
within a further period of thirty days. 

(2) Every appeal under this rule shall b® accompanied 
to a copy of the decision or order appealed against and shall 
to In such form and in such a manner as may be specified by 
tha Narcotics Commissioner in this behalf. 

29 Appealstothe Chief controller ofFactories.~(l) Any 

‘n aggrieved by any decision order made or passed under 
role 21 or rule 2 3 by the General Manager may appeal to the 
Oilef Controller of Factories within thirty days from the date 
of the communication to him of such decision or order: 

Provided that the Chief Controller of Factories may, if 
he is satisfied that the appellant was prevented from submltt- 
Ina bis appeal within the said time limit due to reasons beyond 
his control, allow such appeal to be presented within a further 
period of thirty days. 

(2) Every appeal under this rule sliall be accompanied 
by a copy of the decision or order appealed against and shall 
be in such form and in such manner as may be specified by the 
Narcotics Commissioner. 

30 Procedure for appeal. (1) The Appellate Authority 
sliall give an opportunity to the appellant to be heard, if he 
ffo desires. 

(2) The Appellate Authority may. at the hearing of an 
appeal, allow the appellant to go into any ground of appeal 
not specified in the grounds of appeal, if the Appellate 
Authority is satisfied that omission of that ground from the 
grounds of appeal was not wilful or unreasonable. 

(3) The Appellate Authority may, after making such 
ftirther inquiry as may be necessary, pass such orders as he 
thinks fit confirming, modifying or annulling the decision or 
done appealed against;

Provided that any order relating to the quantum of adul* 
tcrated opium to be confiscated in addition to the opium aN 
ready confiscated under rule 23 shall not be passed unless 
the appellant has been given a reasonable opportunity of 
showing cause against the proposed order. 

(4) The order of the Appellate Authority disposing of 
the appeal under this rule shall be in writing and shall state 
ihe points for determination, the decision thoroon and the 
reasons for the decision, 

(5) On the disposal of the appeal, the Appellate Authority 
shall communicate the order passed by him to the appellant 
and the officer who passed the order or made the decision 
appealed against. 

(6) No further appeal or revision shall lie against the 
order passed by the Appellate Aulhority under this rule. 

CHAPTER IV 

MANUFACTURh, SALE AND EXPORT OF OPIUM 

31. Manufacture of opium.—Opium shall not be manu¬ 
factured save by the Central Government Opium Factories at 
Ghazipur and Neemuch ; 

Provided that opium mixtures may be manufactured 
from opium lawfully possessed by a person authorised under 
the rules made by the State Governments for the said pur¬ 
pose. 

32. Export of opium—^Thc export of opium is prohibi¬ 
ted save when the export is on behalf of the Central Govern* 
meot. 

33. Sale to State Governments or majiufactLring 
chemists.—(0 The sale of opium to State Governments or, 
as the case may be. manufacturing chemists shall be only 
from the Government Opium Factory, Ghazipur. 

(2) The sale of opium from the Government Opium 
Factory at Ghazipur to manufacturing chemists shall be only 
under a permit granted by or under the orders of the State 
Government within whose jurisdiction the chemist resides or 
has his place of business in the form prescribed by that 
Government. 

(3) The permit referred to in sub^rulo (2) shall be Issued, 
in quadruplicate and,— 

(a) the quadruplicate copy shall bo retained by the 
issuing authority and the remaining copies forwarded 
to the Government Opium Factory, Ghazipur; 

(b) the said Factory shall retain the duplicate copy 
for record, send the original copy with the consign¬ 
ment of opium and return the triplicate copy to 
the issuing authority after endorsing tlicreon the 
quantity actually supplied and the date of despatch. 

34. Fixation of sales price of opium.—The price to be 
charged for opium sold under this Chapter shall bo fixed, 
from time to time, by the Central Government in such man¬ 
ner as it may deem fit. 

CfUPTER V 

manufactured drugs 

35. Oeiicral Prohibition.—I'hc uianufacluro of ciHid* 
Co^aij©, ccgoninc and its salts and of diacctyl morphine 
and its salts is prohibited. 


36. Manufacture of Natural Manufactured Drugs.—(1) 
The manufacture of cocaine and its salts is prohibited save 
the manufacture of cocaine hydrochloride by the chemical 
staff employed under the Central Board of Excise and 
Customs from confiscated cocaine. 

(2) The manufacture of morphine, codeine, dionino, 
thobaine, dihyrocodcinonc, dihydrocodoine, Ocotyldihydro- 
codeine, acetyldihydrocodeinone, dihydromorphine, dihy- 
dromorphlnone, dlhydrohydroxycodoinonc, pholcodine and 
their respective salts is prohibited save by the Government 
Opium Factory. 

(3) The manufacture of medicinal hemp shall be under 
a licence granted by the State Government on payment of 
such fees and in accordance with such conditions as may be 
prescribed by that Government in this behalf. 

37. Manufacture of Synthetic Manufactured Drugs.— 
(1) The manufacture of manufactured drugs notified under 
sub-clause (b) of clause (xi) of section 2 of the Act (hereafter 
referred to as the drug) is prohibited save under and in ac¬ 
cordance with the conditions of a licence granted by the 
Narcotics Commissioner or such other officer as may bo 
authorised by the Central Government in this behalf, in 
Form No, 3 appended to these rules. 

(2) A fee of rupees fifty shall be payable in advance to 
the Central Government for each licence issued under this 
rule or for renewal thereof. 

38, Application for Licence.—Every application for a 
licence or for renewal thereof under rule 37 shall be in such 
form as may bo specified by the Narcotics Commissioner. 

39, Conditions for Issue of Licences.—^No licence shall 
be issued under rule 37 unless the applicant therefor has— 

(i) produced to the issuing authority licences granted 
to liim under (a) the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 
1940 (23 of 1940) for the manufacture of the drug, 
and (b) the rules framed under section 10 of the Act 
by the State Government of the State in which he 
has his place of business, for the possession, salt and 
distribution of the. drugs; and 

(ii) made a deposit of Rs. 5000/- as security in the manner 
specified by the issuing authority for the due obser¬ 
vance of the conditions of the licence and has fur¬ 
nished proof to the sathihetion of the issuing 
authority that he is equipped as to the land, buil- 
dbg and other paraphernalia to properly carry on 
the business described in the application and is of 
good financial standing. 

40, Manufiteture only from materials law fully pos* 
sessed.--The licensee shall not manufacture Uic drug save 
from materials which he is lawfully entitled to possess. 

41. Limits of manufacture.—The issuing authority, while 
issuing the licence, shall take into account all relevant factors 
for permitting the quantity of the drug to be manufactured 
by a licensee including the following:— 

(a) quantity allotted by the Stai« Government for pro¬ 
cessing into any preparation in the licensee's own 
manufactory, 

(b) quantity required for supply to odier firms within 
or outside the country; 

(c) quantity required for reasonable inventoTy: 

Provided that the total quantity of the drug manufac- 
tuied during any one year does not exceed the estimated 
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requirements of this country for the relevant year as furnished 
to the Internationa] Narcotics Control Board. 

42. Security arrangements,—The licensee shall ensure 
all necessary security arrangements in the manufacturing 
premises as may be specified by the issuing authority. 

43. Advance notice for commencement and ecssa* 
tionofnianufacture.—The licensee shall give at least 15 days 
notice in writing to the issuing authority of the date on which 
he proposes to commence manufacture of the drug and at 
least one month's notice before he ceases to manufacture the 
same, 

44. Cessation of manufacture,—^Whcrc the licensee 
ceases manufacturing operations for any reasons whatsoever, 
he shall forthwith inform the issuing authority in this behalf 
indicating the dale on which he proposes to recommence 
manufacture: 

Provided that the issuing authority may prohibit all 
further manufacture in case the period of cessation of manu¬ 
facture exceeds 30 days. 

45. Possession, Sale and Distribution.—Thc licensee 
shall not possess or sell or distribute the drug otherwise than 
in accordance with the rules made by the State Government 
under the Act. 

46. Maintenance of Accounts and Submission of Re¬ 
turns,—The licensee shall maintain true accounts of all 
transactions including the accounts of materials used for the 
manufacture of the drug, the quantities manufactured, sold or 
otherwise disposed of and furnish returns in such forms and 
in such manner as may bo specified by the Narcotics Com¬ 
missioner. 

47. Inspection of Stocks, etc.—(1) The stocks of the 
drug and the materials used for its manufacture and all ac¬ 
counts and records of transactions relating thereto, shall be 
open to inspection by any officer authorised by the issuing 
authority. 

(2) A serially numbered Inspection Book shall be main¬ 
tained by the licensee in good condition for the use of such 
officer, 

48. Suspension and Revocation pf Licence.—(1) Without 
prejudice to any action that may be taken under the 
provisions of the Act, the issuing authority may suspend 
or cancel a licence— 

(i) if the licence is transferred or sublet without the 
prior approval of the issuing authority; or 

(ii) in the event of any breach of any condition of the 
licence; or 

(lii) if the licensee is convicted for any offence under 
the Act or under any other law relating to the nar¬ 
cotic drugs for the time being in force in any State. 

(2) No order shall be passed under sub-rule (1) unless 
the licensee has been given a reasonable opportunity of 
showing cause against the said order or is heard in person, 
If he so desires, 

49. Appeal,—(1) The licensee may file an appeal against 
the decision or order made or passed under rule 48 to— 

(0 the Narcotics Commissioner whore such decision or 
order was made or passed by any officer subordinate 
to him; and 

(ii) the Board, in any other case; within 30 days from the 
date of communication to him of such decision or 
order. 


(2) Every memorandum of appeal shall be accompanied 
by a copy of the decision or order appealed against. 

(3) Every appeal undor this rule shall be filed in such 
form and in such manner as may be specified by the Board, 

50. Procedure for Appeal.—(1) The Appellate Authority 
shall give an opportunity to the appellant to be heard in per¬ 
son, if he so desires, 

(2) The Appellate Authority may, at the hearing of an 
appeal, allow the appellant to go into any ground of appeal 
not specified in the grounds of appeal, if the Appellate Autho¬ 
rity is satisfied that omission of that ground from the grounds 
of appeal was not wilful or unreasonable. 

(.3) The Appellate Authority may, after making such 
further inquiiy as may be necessary, pass such orders as it 
thinks fit, confirming, modifying or annulling the decision 
or order appealed against. 

(4) The order of the Appellate Authority disposing of the 
appeal under this rule shall bo in writing and shall state the 
points for determination, the decision thereon and the reasons 
for the decision. 

51. Surrender of Licence.—A licensee may, if he so de¬ 
sires, surrender his licence, by giving not less than 15 days’ 
notice in writing to the iasoing authority, 

52. Disposal of Stocks on Drugs on Cancellation of 
Licence etc.—Such stocks of drugs as may be in the pos¬ 
session of a licensee, on the expiry or cancellation or sur¬ 
render of his licence, shall be disposed of in such manner 
as may be specified by tho Narcotics Commissioner in this 
behalf. 

CHAPTER VI 

IMPORT, EXPORT AND TRANSHIPMENT OF NAR¬ 
COTIC DRUGS AND PSYCHOTROPIC SUBSTANCES 

53. General Prohibition—Subject to the other provisions 
of this Chapter, the import into and export o ut of India of 
the narcotic drugs and psychotropic substances specified 
in Schedule I is prohibited. 

54. Import of Opium, etc.—Tho import of— 

(i) opium^ concentrate of poppy straw, and 

(ii) morphine, codeine, thcbainc, and their salts is 
prohibited save by the Government Opium Factory. 

55. Application for Import Certificate.—(1) No nar¬ 
cotic drug, or psychotropic substance specified in Schedule 
II, shall be imported into India without an import certificate 
in respect of the consignment issued by tho issuing authority, 
in Form No. 4 appended to these rules. 

(2) The importer applying for an import certificate under 
sub-rule (1) in relation to narcotic drug shall submit along wiih 
his application the original or certified copy of the excise 
permit issued by the concerned State Government. 

(3) The application for the import certificate shall state 
such details as may bo specified by the Narcotics 
Commissioner. 

56. Issue of Import Certificate.—(1) The issuing autho¬ 
rity shall prepare soveii copies of the import certificate refer¬ 
red to in sub-rule (1) of rule 55 and deal with them in tho 
manner hereunder provided, namely:— 

(a) (i) original and duplicate copies should be supplied' 
to tho Importer who should transmit tho original 
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copy to the exporting country and shall produce the 
duplicate copy at the Customs House, Land Customs 
Station or Airport where the consignment arrives 
or, in the case of import.s by parcel post, at the post 
office of delivery, in order to obtain delivery of the 
consignment of narcotic drugs or psychotrophic 
substances. 

(ii) The C )llector of Customs or PJst M ister shall state 
on the copy presented by the importer that the 
narcotic drugs or the psychotropic substances have 
actually been imported and return the document to 
the importer who shill indicate on it that he has 
received the goods. 

(iii) The importer shall return the duplicate copy of the 
import certificate incorporating the endorsement 
from the Collector of Customs or Post Master and 
his own en loresment to the issuing authority-~( I) 
where the import certificate relates to narcotic 
drug, through the excise authorities of the State 
from which the excise permit for purposes of sub- 
rule (2) of rule 55 was produced; (') where the im¬ 
port certificate relates to psychotropic substance, 
through the Drugs Coatrcller of the concerned 
State. 

(b) Triplicate copy should be supplied to the Collector 
of Customs concerned who shall return it to the is¬ 
suing authority along with the copy of the export 
authorisation to be received at the time of receipt of 
the consignment from the Government of the ex¬ 
porting country, with an endorsement as to the 
actual quantity cf narcotic drug or psychotropic 
substance cleared. 

(c) Quadruplicate copy of the import certificate in re¬ 
lation to narcotic drug should be supplied to the 
excise authorities of the State into which the nar¬ 
cotic drug is to be imported, and the said copy 
of the certificate in relation to psychotropic substance 
should be supplied to Drugs Controller of the 
concerned State for comparison with the copy pro¬ 
duced before them, by the importer under sub¬ 
clause (a) of this sub-rule. 

(d) Quintuplicatc copy should be supplied to the 
Government of the exporting country for compari¬ 
son with the copy furnished to them by the importer 
under sub-clause (a) of this sub-rule. 

(c) Sextuplicate copy should be supplied to the Drugs 
Controller, Government of India. 

(0 Septuplicate copy should be retained by the issuing 
authority in his office. 

(2) An import certificate issued under sub-rule (1) of 
rule 55 may allow the importation of the quantity of the 
concerned drug or the substance in more than ore consign- 

57. Transit.—Subject to the provisions of section 79 of 
the Act and rule 53, r,o consignment of any narcotic drug, 
or psychotropic substances specified ir Schedule II, shall be 
allowed to be transited through India unless such consign- 
ment is accompanied by a valid export authorisation in this 
bcKalf, issued by the Government of the exporting country: 

Provided that the provisions cf this rule sh'dl iiLt'apply 
to the carriage, by any ship or aircraft, of small nuantities 
eof such narcotic drugs and psychotropic substances which 


are essential for treatment of, or medical aid to, any person 
on board the ship or aircraft. 

58, Application for Export Authorisation.— (1) No 
narcotic drug, or psych‘^tropic substances specified in Sche¬ 
dule II, shall be exported out of India without an export 
authorisation in respect of the consignment issued by the is¬ 
suing authority in Form No. 5 appended to these rules. 

(-) The exporter applying for an export authorisation 
under sub-rule (I) shall submit,—• 

(a) where the export authorisation relates to narcotic 
drug, alongwith his application the original or an 
authenticated copy of the excise permit issued by the 
concerned State Government; and 

(b) the import certificate in original, issued by the 
Government of the importing country certifying the 
official approval of the concerned Government. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rules 
(1) and (“’) the psychotropic substances specified in Schedule 
HI may be exported out of India after the exporter files the 
original and duplicate copies cf the declaration in Form No. 
6 with the Nircctics Commissioner who shall iransmit the 
duplicate copy of the declaration to the concerned authority 
of the importing country requesting that authority to certify 
oo the duplicate copy of the declaration that the actual quan¬ 
tity of psychotropic substance has been duly importea and 
return the said copy; the triplicate copy of the declaration 
should be sent, alongwith the consignment of said substances 
by the exporter to the importing country and the quadrupli¬ 
cate copy thereof may be retained by him. 

(4) The application for the ^port authorisation shal 
state such details as may be specified by the Narcotics Com¬ 
missioner. 

59. Issue of Export Authoris<ation — C1 ) The issuing autho¬ 
rity shall prepare five copies of the export authorisation ref- 
ferred to in sub-rule (1) of rule 58 and deal with them in the 
minncr hereunder provided, namely:— 

(a) The original should be supplied to the consignor 
which shill accompany the consignment. 

(b) Ihe duplicate copy should be forwarded to th*,:? 
Collector of Customs of the port who will return it 
to the issuing authority indicating on it the date of 
expert and the quantity exported. 

(cl The triplicate copy should be forwarded to the 
Government of the importing country. 

(d) The quadruplicate copy should be forwarded to the 
excise authority of the State w which the exporter has 
his place of business. 

(e) Qaiatuplicate opy should.be retained by the issuing 
authority in his office. 

() Where the consignment of narcotic d rug or psychotropic 
substance is to be transhipped or transited through one or 
mare countries, such additional number of copies of export 
authorisation as may be required shall be prepared and sent to 
the coixemed country or, as the case may be, countries. 

60, Transhipment.—Subject to the provisions of section 
79 of the Act and rule 53, no consignment of narcotic drug, 
or psychotropic substaiuc specified in Schedule II, shall be 
allowed to be transhipped at auy port in In lii save with die 
permission of the Collector of Customs. 
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61. Procedure for Transhipmeot.—The Collector of 
Customs while allowing any consignment of narcotic drug, 
or psychotropic substances, specified in Schedule H, to be 
transhipped shall, inter alia, satisfy himself that the consign- 
ment is accompanied by a valid export authorisation issued by 
the exporting country* 

6^* Diversion of Consignment.—(1) The Colloclor of 
Customs shall take all due measures to prevent the diversion 
of such condgnment to a destination ether than that named 
in the aforesaid export authorisation. 

(2) (a) The Collector of Customs m iy pennit divci-sion 
of such a consignnieut to a country other than th u named in 
the accompanying copy of the export authorisation subject 
to the production of exp >rt authorisation issued by the issuing 
authority as provided under rule 58, as if the diversion were 
an export from India to the country, or tenitory of itew 
dcslinition, 

(b) The Collector of Cast^>ms shall Inform the issuing 
authority regarding the actual quantity of the narcotic drug or 
psychotropic substance, the diversion of the coasignment of 
which was allowed under clause (a>, whereupon the istsuing 
authority shall, inform the country from which the export of 
the consignment originated. 

62. Prohibition of Imp>rt and Export of Consignments 
through a Post Office Box, etc.—The import or export of 
congignaistUs of any mrcollc drug or p^jychotropic substance 
through a post oflioe box or through a bank is prohibited,

64. Gciteral prohlbitioji.—No person shall manufacture, 
possess, transport, import intcr-Statc, export intcr-State, sell, 
purchise, consume or use any of the psychotropic substances

65, Minufacturc of Psych>lropic Substances.—(1) Subject 
to the provisions of sub^rulc (2), the manufacture of any of iho 
psychotropic substances other than those specified in Schedule 
I shall be In accordance with the cc nd itions of a licence granted 
under tl\o Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945 (hoioiaifter ro^ 
ferred to as the 1945 Rules) framed under the Drugs and 
Cosmetics Act, 1940 (23 of 1940), by an authority in charge 
of Drugs Control In a State appointed by the State Govern¬

(2) The authority in charge of Drugs Control in a State

consult the Drugs Controller (Inliii) in regard to the assessed

66. Possession, etc. of psychotropic substances.—(ONo 
person sh ill possess any p^ych'jtropic substance for any of the 
piirp’>sc covered by the 1945 Rules, unless he is lawfully 
HUth >isci to possess such substance for any of the said pur¬ 
poses under these Rules. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (1), 
any research inuitution, or a hospital or dispensary main- 
Uiined or supported by Governtnent or local body or by 
chirity or voluntary sub’icription, which is not authorised to 
possess any psych >tropic substance under tire 1945 Rules, or 
any person who Ls n)t so authorised under the 1945 Rules, 
mty possess a reasonible quantity of such substance as may 
be necessary for their genuine scientific requirements or 
genuine medical requirements, or both for such period as is 
deomod nece^isary by the said research institution or, as the 
case may be, the said hospital or dispensary' or person : 

Provided tint where such psychotropic substance is in 
pssscssion of an individual for his person'll medical use ihc 
quintity thereof shill xiyt exceed one hundred dosage units at 
a tirnc, 

(3) The research institution, hospital and dispensary 
referred to in sub-rule ('') shall maintain proper accounts and 
records in relation to the purchase and ctmsumption of the 
psychotropic substance in their possession. 

67. Transport of psychotropic substances.— (1) Subject to 
the provisions of rule 64, no consignment of psychotropic 
substance shall be transported, Imported inter-state or 
exported Inter-state unless such consignment is accompanied 
by a consignment note in Form 7 appended to these Rules 
and in the manner as provided hereinafter, 

(2) The consignment n >te referred in sub-mlc (0 shall be 
prepared in triplic ile, and the crlginnl and duplialc copies of 
the Slid note shill be sent along with the consignment of 
psych >tLMpic substances to the condgtu.x: who shall return the 
duplicate copy of the nolc to the consignor for his Use after 
ciliorsing on the originil an2 duplicate copies the particulars 
of the receipt of the quantity consigned. 

(3) The Consignor shall make necessary enines on the 
triplicate copy of the said nito with reference to the receipt of 
quintity of the p^yclDtropic subslancos iiilicated on the 
duplicate copy of tluU note. 

(4) The consignor and consignee shall keep such consign¬ 
ment n -Ue for a period of two years and the said note may be 
inspected at any time by an officer authorised in this behalf 
by the Central Government.
